BALLARD BRIDGE ON AL HWY. 134 CLOSED FOR INSPECTION & REPAIRS 


ELBA, ALABAMA, THURSDAY, JANUARY 29, 1998 
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Four-vehicle crash on Pea River Bridge kills fou!

A four-vehicle pile-up on Ballard 
Bridge in southern Coffee County 
claimed the lives of four men on 
Wednesday, January 21, 1998. 

The accident occurred at approxi- 
mately 10:15 a.m. on the bridge 
spanning Pea River on AL Hwy. 134 
between the Ino and Perry Store 
communities. 

Killed were: Michael Shane Ger- 
man, 19, of Dothan; Johnny Wayne 
Weeks, Jr.. 21, Dothan, Buddy 
Charles Scott, Jr., 41, of Headland, 
AL; and Timothy Allen Pickron, 30, 
of Florala, AL. 

Two other individuals, James 
Thomas Pickron, 52, of Florala, AL 
and Richard E. Morgan, 45, of Opp, 
AL, were injured in the collision. 
Pickron was treated at the scene for 
minor injuries while Morgan was 
airlifted from the scene by a MAST 
helicopter to a Dothan hospital. 

Emergency personnel, along with 
law enforcement, arrived on the 
scene and found two of the vehicles 
involved in the crash on fire. 

One of the vehicles on fire, a fer- 
tilizer spreader tuck, was loaded 
with three tons of granular ammoni- 
um nitrate. The other truck, a flatbed 
truck used in delivering building ma- 
terials, had been loaded with sheet 
rock. Its load had been strewn for 
several hundred feet. The two trucks 
appeared to have collided head-on. 

Firefighters used extreme caution 
in extinguishing the blaze. As the 
firemen worked to put the fire out, 
they discovered the bodies of the 
four men - three in the cab, or what 
was left of the cab, in the flatbed 
truck and the other was in the cab of 
the spreader truck. 

While firemen battled the blaze 
near the mid-span of the bridge, res- 
cue personnel work to free Morgan 
from the wreckage of his Chevrolet 
Blazer on the east end of the bridge. 

Rescuers literally cut the top off 
the blazer to remover Morgan. He 
was placed on an Army helicopter 
and flown to Dothan where he un- 
derwent several hours of surgery.

According to late reports, Morgan 
suffered broken bones but had no se- 
rious internal injuries. At this time, 
he remains in the hospital recovering 
from surgery. 

The four victims were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene of the 
crash by Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin Mcllwain. 

The badly burned bodies were 
taken to the forensics lab in Dothan 
where positive identification was 
made and to determine the cause of 
death. 

Preliminary results of autopsies 
performed on the four men showed 
that they died from injuries sustained 
in the wreck and not from smoke in- 
halation or the fire. 

The investigation of the wreck 
scene was handled by a homicide in- 
vestigation team from the Alabama 
State Troopers. Assisting troopers 
were the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Science, the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, and investiga- 
tors from the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney’s office. 

The following is what authorities 
theorized happened based on state- 
ments from the survivors of the 
crash and a truck driver who was in 
close proximity of the crash. 

The two spreader trucks were 
traveling east while the flatbed truck 
and the blazer were westbound. The 
first spreader truck driven by the eld- 
er Pickron and the flatbed driven by 
German made the initial contact near 
the center of the bridge. 

After the contact, the spreader 
truck apparently out of control col- 
lided with the Blazer driven by Mor- 
gan near the east end of the bridge. 

The flatbed truck continued west- 
bound, apparently out of control, 
colliding head-on with the second 
spreader truck being driven by the 
younger Pickron. 

According to James Pickron, the 
vehicles did not catch fire immedi- 
ately on impact. He went to see if he 
could help the younger Pickron and 
the other victims but got no response 
from any of them. Weeks and Scott 
were passengers inn the flatbed

truck. 

Pickron returned to his truck us 
ing his cellular phone to summon 
help. 

The initial investigation of the 
crash site and the removal of the vic- 
tims and vehicles took more than 
five hours. The highway was closed 
to traffic during this time. 

State highway department offi- 
cials kept the road closed until late 
Thursday evening in order to give 
the bridge a thorough inspection for 
any structural damage. They also re- 
paired the side railings. 

The bridge was closed again 
Tuesday (Jan. 27) so that state high- 
way department personnel could 
make further repairs to the bridge. 

Constructed in the 40's, the bridge 
is narrow and requires that the whole 
bridge be closed to traffic while re- 
pairs are being made. State engineers 
have stated that the bridge is structu- 
rally sound. 

The clean-up of the spilled am- 
monium nitrate (what didn’t burn or 
spill into the river) was handled by 
crews called in by ADEM (Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement) and the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency. 

Authorities from the state game 
and fish division stated that the am- 
monium nitrate which spilled into 
the Pea River posed no threat to the 
fish and wildlife in and along the riv- 
er. 

Authorities praised the work of 
the emergency personnel that re 
sponded to this tragic scene. They 
also commented on the quickness of 
the response time and how effective- 
ly the different agencies worked to- 
gether. 

There were fire and rescue per- 
sonnel on the scene from Elba, Kins- 
ton, Enterprise, and Opp. Volunteer 
firemen from Ino and Goodman also 
responded to the wreck. 

A crash unit from Ft. Rucker 
along with a HazMat Team were on 
the scene to assist local emergency 
personnel. A MAST helicopter also 
landed near the wreck site and was 
used to transport one of the victims. 


Council refuses to pay Haywood legal bill

The Elba City Council bought 
two police cars, passed a revised 
flood ordinance, reworked the nui- 
sance ordinance, changed work- 
man’s comp. insurance companies, 
renewed the vehicle liability insu- 
rance, bought some shop equipment, 
approved a zoning change, were told 
of the rescue squad going “for prof- 
it’ and said no to paying legal ex- 
penses of former mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. All that, plus some items for 
information and a positive report 
from Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
took just over an hour. 

The meeting opened with Whit- 
worth reporting 24 arrest since the 
last council meeting. He said the two 
new officers hired earlier this month 
have been through a short training 
and will be on the road February Ist. 

The council approved a federally 
recommended update to the flood or- 
dinance.

DA investigating missing 
funds from county coffers

On Wednesday, January 21, 
1998, an investigation was initiated 
into the theft of public funds in the 
Coffee County Commission Office 
in New Brockton, 

lhe investigation commenced im- 
mediately after a financial discrepan- 
ey was discovered by the commis- 
sion office and a local bank. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller has 
requested assistance from both the 
Alabama Department of Public Ex- 
aminers and the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation to assist his office. 

Preliminary investigation — indi- 
cules a now suspended employee 
was involved in taking public funds 
totaling approximately $65,000.00 
(now $68,000). After completion of 
an audit, the exact amount should be 
known 

At the present time, the investiga 
tion is continuing and the District 


Attorney is targeting the findings ot 
the investigation for presentation to 
the April grand jury in the Enterprise 
Division of Coffee County 

No arrest has been made in the 
case; however, as stated, a county 
employee has been suspended and 
according to sources has since | 
signed, 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens commented, “The vounty 
commission is leaving the investiga 
tion to the District Attorney 

“The Coffee County Commission 
will take all necessary action to pre 
serve county funds, recover any lost 
funds and assist in the proseculion o!

Today we are very upset ... bad upset. No, happenings in Washington 
are not at the top of the list, nor is Montgomery, though both are 
enough to pump up the anxiety level. The culprit is right here in Elba, 
Alabama and we have a lot of words to spill on this issue. It was a sur- 
prise Monday night to learn that Elba, after 30 years ot public dona- 
tions and fund raisers, state and federal grants, city financial support, 

etc., no longer has a volunteer rescue squad. It is now a for-pay corpo- 
ration with full time paid workers. It has been since last Thursday! Oh, 
the legal eagles will have to figure out the ownership of all the equip- 
ment, but that is not what churns our blood pressure. The concern ts 
over just who will respond to the things which motivated the forming 
if the original rescue squad. 


The beginning of the Elba Rescue Squad is still vivid in our mind, 
Back-to-back there was a bad wreck and then a Saturday drowning in 
which the Opp Rescue Squad had to be called in for help. Elba folks 
wanted and deserved better. We personally rode with the late Leroy 
Miller to Opp and did a photo spread on their excellent operation as 
part of a successful effort by local folks to sponsor an Elba Volunteer 
Rescue Squad. The volunteers did the job for over 30 years, filling a 
void by assisting those in need of immediate help. Sometimes it operat- 
ed more on faith than money because donations to pay bills were often 
slim and always slow. The City of Elba paid for many gallons of gas, 
bought a lot of tires and always ignored utility bills. Many times the 
volunteers worked in shifts around the clock, in all kinds of weather, 
when there was a drowning or lost person. 


Now we find this organization is replaced, with no public input at all, 
with a for-profit cooperation, staffed largely by paid workers. When 
asked, “Why?,” the stock answer is, “To compete with those folks 
(EMS).” Emergency Medical Services is the local commercial ambu- 
lance service serving the Elba area. 

Why compete? The original idea for the rescue squad (remember, we 
were there from the get-go) was to fill an unfilled need. Many who 
served, at various times, as volunteers were forced to get off the rescue 
squad because it took so much time from our jobs transferring sick 
folks, etc. Now, a perfect solution. for that problem surfaces and the 
mind set is “compete.” We say this as one who has walked a mile on 
that trail, As a former volunteer and father of another former certified 
EMT volunteer, we say “welcome them with shameless kisses and con- 
centrate on working where volunteers are needed and can best serve.” 
We also asked, “What will happen now when there is a drowning in 
Pea River and a day or two of dragging the river is necessary?” The an- 
swer from the new company was, “We will do it.” But then the ques- 
tion of who would pay their for-profit employees was answered with a 
blank look. 

Now that people have learned how to bill medicare, medicaid and oth- 
er insurance companies for rescue runs, it suddenly becomes the way 
to go, and very competitive and that is all right for commercial opera- 
tions. But towns like Elba are back to where they were over 30 years 
ago if we sit back and let things like this take place without putting up 
any protest at all. 

The suggestion of a combined fire-rescue unit in Elba, such as many 
larger towns have, has been mentioned here this week. However, when 
we suggested such an alternative in 1990, right after the big flood, it 
caused a firestorm of protest from the then-members of the rescue 
squad. Our opinion then was that they wanted to maintain their own lit- 
tle kingdom, but now those folks and the kingdom appear to be gone. 
Are the people of Elba gonna roll over and play dead on this issue? 
You have heard one opinion. We put the issue in your capable hands 
for the ultimate decision.

I promised to write this ... My buddy Anna’s accident last week wasn’t 
her fault - this time. 
The Alabama Supreme Court refused to reconsider the Coffee County 
jury pool decision. We got that work verbally Tuesday afternoon.

In 1997, the conservative Con- 
vress also raised the important issue 
of reforming the federal tax code. 
We found that most Americans be- 
lieve the tax code is the root of most 
of our tax problems. It is burden- 
some, too complex and very unfair. 

In 1998, the Congress will 
begin drafting a plan to make the tax 
code simpler, fairer, flatter and more 
honest. Look for more discussion on 
this issue in the months ahead, 

Lastly, the growing American 
economy, coupled with Congress's 
hard work to trim wasteful govern- 
ment, are already projected to result 
in a small federal budget surplus in 
the new year 

Despite suggestions from the 
Administration to increase govern- 
ment spending, Congress will work 
to ensure that such budget gains are 
used responsibly to address the $5 
trillion federal debt and much-needed 
tax cuts for American families.

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ORDINANCE 1998-2 

An Ordinance Providing For The 
Movement, Damolition, Or Removal Of 
Buildings Of Structures, Or Parts Of 
Buildings Or Structures, Or ay Other 
Type Nuisances When Found By The Mu- 
nicipal Housing Code Abatement Board 
And By The Governing Body Of The City 
Of Elba, To Be Unsafe, Dangerous, Un- 
sightly, Or An Eyesore To The Extent Of 
Creating A Public Nuisance From Any 
Cause 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ELBA, ALA- 
BAMA AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: The City Council has re- 
ceived numerous complaints about the 
neglect of real estate properties which 
constitute a public nuisance, and the City 
Council has determined the public interest 
requires that this nuisance be controlled. 

SECTION 2: With the adoption of this 
ordinance, the City Council creates a mu- 
nicipal HOUSING CODE ABATEMENT 
BOARD which shall perform the duties 
delegated by the ordinance and the laws 
of the State of Alabama. 

SECTION 3: Each member serving on 
the City Council shall appoint one mem- 
ber from his or her district to serve on the 
board for the term of the municipal ap- 
pointing authority for two consecutive 
terms in office. 

SECTION 4: Whenever the board 
finds that any property, or building, struc- 
ture, part of a building or structure, party 
wall, or foundation, or nuisance situated 
in its jurisdiction is unsafe, dangerous, un- 
sightly, or an eyesore to the extent that it 
creates a public nuisance from any 
cause, it shall give notice to the person or 

ersons, firm, association, or corporation 
ast assessed for state ad valorem taxes. 

SECTION 5: Notice to remedy the un- 
safe, dangerous, unsightly conditions of 
the building or structures, or to demolish 
the building or structure shall be by per- 
sonal service. In the event that the per- 
sonal service is returned “not found" after 
not less than two attempts, the notice 
may be given by registered or certified 
mail. The mailing of the notice by regis- 
tered mail, properly addressed and post- 
age prepaid to the address where the no-, 
tice for ad valorem taxes for the last year 
was mailed, shall constitute notice as re- 
quired BY this ordinance. 

SECTION 6: Prior to the delivery or 
mailing of the notice, the notice or a copy 
of the notice shall be posted at or within 
three feet of a entrance to the building or 
structure. If there is no entrance, the no- 
tice may be posted at any location upon 
the building or structure. 

SECTION 7: The notice states to the 
person or legal entity to whom the proper- 
ty was assessed for ad valorem taxes, to 
remedy the unsafe, dangerous, or un- 
sightly condition of the property, building 
or structure, or to demolish the building or 
structure, within a reasonably time set out 
in the notice, not more than sixty (60) 
days following the notice. 

SECTION 8: If the unsafe, dangerous, 
or unsightly condition is not remedied 
within sixty (60) days, the City of Elba 
shall take whatever action is necessary to 
remedy or remove the nuisance and the 
costs shall be assessed against the prop- 


erty. 

SECTION 9: Any person or legal enti- 
ty receiving notice of a nuisance and a or- 
der to abate the same, may appeal the 
notice and order to the City Council of the 
City of Elba by written notice filed with the 
City Clerk within seven (7) days of the 
date of such notice and order. No appeal 
filed later than seven (7) days shall be 
considered. 

SECTION 10: Any decision by the City 
Council of Elba, Alabama may be ap- 
pealed to any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

SECTION 11: All ordinances of the 
City of Elba which are inconsistent with 
this ordinance, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 12: It is the intention of the 
City Council that each separate provision 
of this ordinance shall be deemed inde- 
pendent of all other provisions herein, and 
it is the further intention of the City Coun- 
cil that if any provision of this ordinance 
be declared invalid or unconstitutional, all 
other provisions shall remain valid and 
enforceable. 

SECTION 13: The City Clerk shall 
cause this ordinance to be immediately 
published in the local newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation. 

SECTION 14: This ordinance shall be- 
come effective upon its adoption and pub- 
lication, and remain in effect until re- 
pealed by the City Council.
